This  book  of  tunes  provides  the  music  to  the  hymns  and  chants 
included  in  "A  Prayer  Book  for  Soldiers  and  Sailors,"  issued  by  The 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  early  in  1917  and  already  widely 
distributed. 

In  order  to  make  the  hymns  most  serviceable  to  the  men  in  our 
Army  and  Navy,  the  music  has  been  pitched  within  the  singing  range  of 
the  average  man;  and  has  been  supplied  with  parts  for  tenor  and  bass 
voices.  These  tunes  have  also  been  scored  for  military  bands  by  a 
Government  Commission. 

We  desire  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  for  the  permission  to  use 
these  tunes  granted  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  others  who  hold 
copyrights,  as  noted  on  the  various  pages.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr. 
Burton  T.  Scales,  Director  of  Music,  Girard  College  and  Glee  Club  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  for  his  skilful  work  in  arranging  the  counter- 
point settings. 

The  War  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  Twelfth  and 

Walnut  Streets,  Philadelphia,  issues  the  volume,  in  the  hope  that  it  may 

prove  a  timely  contribution  to  the  high  cause  of  Christian  patriotism.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  THE  USE  OF  A  HYMNAL 
FOR  MEN'S  VOICES 

The  melody  is  in  one  part  throughout  and  is  so  indicated.  It  should 
be  given  prominence  over  other  parts  when  sung  or  played. 

For  four  part  Male  Singing  the  accompanist  should  use  the  Male 
Voice  score ;  playing  both  tenor  parts  an  octave  lower  than  they  appear. 

The  score  marked  ** Accompaniment  for  unison  or  three  part  singing" 
supplies  a  three  part  arrangement,  melody,  tenor  and  base,  when  such 
a  division  of  the  voices  is  desired. 

When  the  hymns  are  sung  in  unison,  the  accompanist  should  play 
the  score  marked  "Accompaniment  for  unison  singing."  This  also  fur- 
nishes the  necessary  parts  for  a  mixed  quartette  or  chorus. 

In  order  to  secure  the  best  results  from  the  use  of  this  hymnal,  the 
services  of  the  Skilful  Accompanist  and  spirited  Song  Leader  are 
desirable. 


The  following  choice  of  band  instruments  where  only  a  few  are 
available  is  recommended  by  Mr.  George  C.  Fry,  Director  Military  Band, 
Girard  College,  formerly  Soloist  U.S.  Marine  Band,  Washington,  D.  C.
